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Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  United  States  in  early  January 
were  generally  down  from  December  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reported  today.    Declines  from  the  previous 
month  in  fluid  milk  prices  at  the  producer  level  were  reported  in  15 
markets,  compared  with  an  advance  in  only  1.    Home  delivery  prices  were 
lower  in  1^  markets  and  store  prices  were  down  in  16.    Increases  in 
consumer  prices  were  reported  in  only  8  markets       mainly  in  half -gallon 
and  gallon  containers.    Fluid  milk  prices  are  not  currently  determined 
in  a  number  of  markets,  but  will  be  reported  next  month. 

Buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  160 
markets  in  early  January  averaged  $5. ^9  Pe**  hundredweight.    This  was 
down  6  cents     from  the  previous  month  and  11  cents  from  January  1958. 
The  price  this  month  was  h  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  the 
1953-57  January  average.    Compared  with  the  preceding  month,  prices 
declined  in  6  of  the  9  regions.    The  decreases  varied  from  1  cent  in 
each  of  the  East  North  Central,  South  Atlantic,  Mountain,  and  Pacific 
regions  to  32  cents  in  the  New  England  States.    An  11-cent  drop  per 
hundredweight  occurred  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area.    Dealers'  prices 
were  unchanged  from  December  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  West 
South  Central  regions.    The  only  increase  from  last  month  was  reported 
in  the  East  South  Central  area,  where  prices  averaged  k  cents  higher. 

The  single  quart  price  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major 
cities  averaged  25^5  cents  in  early  January.    This  was  down  0.1  cent 
from  December,  but  was  the  same  as  the  January  price  last  year.  The 
home  delivery  price  this  month  was  2.0  cents  above  the  1953-57  January 
average.    Compared  with  the  previous  month,  milk  delivered  to  homes 
declined  1  cent  per  quart  in  both  the  Boston  and  Philadelphia.  No 
changes  in  single  quart  prices  were  reported  from  the  other  23  cities 
this  month. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  kk  Federal  Order  markets  for 
November  were  2  percent  lower  than  a  year    earlier.    Cumulative  daily 
sales  in  the  first  11  months  of  1958,  however,  were  slightly  above  the 
total  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1957-    Skim  milk  sales  for  the 
month  were  up  2  percent  from  the  previous  year.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream 
mixtures  (half-and-half)  during  November  were  under  the  1957  November 
sales  by  1  percent.    A  loss  of  9  percent  from  the  preceding  year  was 
shown  for  fluid  cream  sales.    Average  daily  milk  receipts  in  6k 
markets  were  up  7  percent. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  JANUARY  1959 


In  the  New  England  States,  the  average  price  paid  by  dealers  for 
Class  I  milk  in  early  January  averaged  $6.26  per  hundredweight.  This 
was  32  cents  less  than  in  December  and  was  12  cents  below  the  January 
average  in  1958 •    Dealer  buying  prices  dropped  hh  cents  per  hundred- 
weight from  December  in  all  New  Hampshire  markets  reporting  and  in 
the  Massachusetts  Federal  Order  markets.    A  decrease  of  9  cents  per 
hundredweight  occurred  in  Newport,  R.  I.    Home  delivery  and  store  prices 
were  down  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  markets 
and  in  Boston  and  Lowell-Lawrence,  Mass.    Home  and  store  prices  for 
single  quarts  held  steady  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  but  some  increases  were 
reported  for  half -gallon  and  gallon  prices  out-of -stores.    Single  quarts 
delivered  to  homes  were  down  one-half  cent  at  Worcester,  while  some 
weakness  was  shown  in  store  quart  and  half -gallon  prices  in  Newport,  R.  I. 
Buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined  in  Vermont  markets. 

The  average  Class  I  price  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  at 
$6.31  per  hundredweight,  was  down  11  cents  from  the  preceding  month 
and  9  cents  from  January  a  year  earlier.    The  only  decrease  from  the 
preceding  month  occurred  in  Philadelphia,  where  the  Class  I  price  was 
off  39  cents  per  hundredweight  and  home  and  store  prices  were  down  1  cent 
per  quart. 

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  the  average  price  paid  by  dealers 
for  fluid-use-milk  in  early  January  averaged  $U.36  per  hundredweight  — 
1  cent  lower  than  for  December  and  18  cents  below  the  January  average 
in  1958 •    Class  I  prices  were  reported  down  10  cents  per  hundredweight 
from  December  in  South  Bend,  Ind.    Store  prices  decreased  from  1  to  2 
cents  per  quart  in  this  market,  but  half -gallon  prices  were  up  U  cents. 
Dealer  buying  prices  dropped  25  cents  per  hundredweight  at  Springfield, 
111.    No  significant  changes  were  reflected  in  home  or  store  prices, 
however.    At  Milwaukee,  half -gallon  and  gallon  prices  out-of -stores 
were  slightly  higher. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
averaged  $U.26  per  hundredweight.    This  was  the  same  as  for  December, 
but  5  cents  under  January  a  year  earlier.    Retail  price  changes  from 
the  previous  month  for  both  home  delivery  and  store  sales  for  the 
Minneapolis-St.  Paul  markets  were  mixed.    Aberdeen  prices  were  un- 
changed for  Class  I  milk  and  consumer  prices  in  stores  but  1  cent  per 
quart  higher  for  home  delivery. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers 
averaged  $6.22  per  hundredweight  in  early  January  —  down  1  cent  from 
the  preceding  month  and  18  cents  from  the  January  average  in  1958.  A 
Class  I  drop  of  kO  cents  per  hundredweight  from  December  in  Wilmington, 
Del.,  was  reflected  in  corresponding  decreases  of  1  cent  per  quart  for 
both  home  and  store  prices.    Half -gallons    were  up  3  cents,  but  decreases 
of  3  to  5  cents  were  reported  for  gallon  containers.    Consumer  prices 
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were  unchanged  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  although  Class  I  prices  were  down  11 
cents  per  hundredweight. 

Early  January  Class  I  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  area 
averaged  $£.12  per  hundredweight.    This  represented  an  advance  of  h 
cents  from  a  month  earlier,  but  a  drop  of  6  cents  from  January  19£8 • 
The  Class  I  price  in  Louisville,  Ky.  was  7  cents  per  hundredweight  higher 
but  the  single  quart  home  delivery  price  was  1  to  2  cents  lower.  The 
Memphis,  Term.    Class  I  price  was  slightly  higher;  home  and  store  single 
quart  prices  were  unchanged  but  half -gallons  out  of  stores,  1  to  2  cents 
lower.    Nashville,  Tenn.,  Class  I  prices  were  practically  unchanged 
but  consumer  prices  were  2  cents  per  quart  below  December.    The  Class  I 
price  in  Columbus,  Miss.,  was  unchanged,  while  home  and  store  prices 
were  1  cent  per  quart  lower.    The  Gulfport-Biloxi,  Miss,  marketing  area 
reported  price  increases  of  2£  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I 
milk,  and  1  cent  per  quart  for  all  milk  to  consumers  except  half- 
gallons  out-of -stores  which  were  3  cents  higher. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  dealers1  buying  prices  for  Class  I 
milk  averaged  $5 #59  per  hundredweight.    This  was  the  same  as  the  average 
for  the  previous  month,  but  down  7  cents  from  January  a  year  earlier. 
Tulsa,  Okla#,  Class  I  and  single  quart  home  and  store  prices  were 
unchanged,  but  half -gallon  prices  were  as  much  as  k  cents  and  gallons 
10  cents  below  the  previous  month.    El  Paso^  Tex.,  Class  I  prices  were 
l£  cents  per  hundredweight  lower,  but  home  and  store  prices  held  steady. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  Mountain 
region  averaged  $5.66  per  hundredweight  in  early  January,  down  1  cent 
from  December  and  7  cents  from  January  1958.    Prices  of  milk  for  fluid 
use  in  Boise,  Idaho  were  unchanged  from  the  previous  month  but  home 
and  store  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  higher.    In  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
Class  I  prices  were  5  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  and  consumer  prices 
2  cents  per  quart  lower. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  early  January  Class  I  prices  averaged 
$5.2U  per  hundredweight.    This  was  1  cent  less  than  for  December  and 
7  cents  below  January  last  year.    In  Spokane,  Wash.,  Class  I  prices 
were  111  cents  per  hundredweight  lower,  but  consumer  prices  were  un- 
changed from  December  to  January.

November  declined  about  k  percent  from  October  and  were  2  percent  below 
the  November  sales  in  1957*    The  kk  markets  include  all  those  under 
Federal  Orders  having  no  significant  out-of-area  sales.    Average  daily 
sales  this  November  were  below  a  year  earlier  in  all  of  the  10  major  whole 
milk  markets  which  account  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  ^-market  total. 
Increases  from  November  1957  were  reported  in  only  11  of  the  kk  markets. 
Compared  with  October,  declines  occurred  in  all  markets.    Cumulative  daily 
whole  milk  sales  for  the  kk  markets  from  January  through  November  this 
year  were  up  slightly  from  the  same  period  of  1957*    Cumulative  sales 
were  larger  in  21  markets,  smaller  in  lk,  and  about  the  same  in  the  other  9* 
Milkfat  tests  averaged  3*56  percent  during  November,  the  same  as  for  October 
and  only  slightly  below  the  November  average  in  1957  • 

Skim  milk  sales  up  2  percent  from  1957 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  the  kk  markets  this 
November  dropped  5  percent  from  October,  but  were  2  percent  above  November 
a  year  earlier.    Increases  from  November  1957  occurred  in  k  of  the  8  largest 
skim  milk  markets.    The  gains  ranged  from  6  percent  in  St.  Louis  to  33 
percent  in  Minneapolis-St .  Paul.    Increases  of  7  and  Ik  percent,  respectively, 
occurred  in  Cleveland,  Ohio  and  the  Puget  South  area  in  Washington.  In 
the  other  k  main  skim  milk  markets,  sales  held  about  steady  in  Chicago, 
but  were  off  5  percent  at  Philadelphia,  1  percent  at  Detroit,  and  11  per- 
cent in  the  North  Texas  area.    Cumulative  daily  skim  milk  sales  during  the 
first  11  months  of  1958  were  3  percent  above  the  January-November  total 
in  1957 •    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  skim  milk  products  sold  during 
November  was  1.08  percent.    This  was  about  the  same  as  the  1.09  percent 
average  in  October  and  the  1.07  percent  November  average  in  1957* 

Half-and-half  sales  off  1  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half  in  most 
markets)  in  k3  markets  during  November  decreased  2  percent  from  the  preceding 
month  and  were  1  percent  below  the  November  average  in  1957*    Sales  in  the 
Chicago  market,  which  account  for  more  than  a  third  of  total  half-and-half 
sales  in  the  k3  markets,  were  down  1  percent  from  October  and  6  percent  from 
November  1957 •    Compared  with  the  previous  year,  November  sales  were  smaller 
in  3  of  the  other  11  major  markets.    The  losses  varied  from  1  percent  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio  to  k  percent  in  Akron-Stark  County.    Sales  were  unchanged 
in  5  markets,  while  increases  were  reported  in  the  remaining  3  main  half- 
and-half  markets.    Cumulative  daily  sales  in  the  first  11  months  of  1958 
were  2  percent  larger  than  the  January-November  total  in  1957*  The 
average  milkfat  test  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  sold  during  November,  at 
11.8  percent,  was  about  the  same  as  for  both  the  previous  month  and 
November  1957* 
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November  fluid  cream  sales  9  percent  under  previous  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  cream  items  in  39  markets  ( 5  Massa- 
chusetts markets  excluded)  during  November  1958  were  up  12  percent  from 
October,  but  were  down  9  percent  from  the  November  average  in  1957*  In 
these  markets,  decreases  from  November  1957  occurred  in  28,  while  increases 
were  shown  in  only  10.    Cumulative  sales  of  fluid  cream  products  in  the 
first  11  months  of  1958  were  about  8  percent  under  the  January-November 
total  in  1957*    November  milkfat  tests- of  fluid  cream  products  averaged 
23*^  percent  in  1958.    This  was  1  percent  higher  than  for  the  previous 
month,  but  was  about  the  same  as  the  November  average  in  1957 • 

Total  product  sales  down  2  percent 

Sales  of  all  fluid  items  in  39  Federal  Order  markets  (Massachusetts 
markets  excluded)  during  November  were  2  percent  below  the  November  sales 
in  1957-    The  quantity  of  milkfat  sold  in  all  fluid  products  was  3  per- 
cent smaller  than  the  November  total  for  the  preceding  year.    During  the 
first  11  months  of  1958,  cumulative  sales  of  all  fluid  products  were 
slightly  above  the  January-November  total  in  1957*    Cumulative  sales  of 
milkfat  sold,  however,  were  off  fractionally  from  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.    Milkfat  tests  of  all  fluid  sales  during  November  averaged 
3.78  percent,  compared  with  3*73  percent  in  October  and  3*82  percent  in 
November  the  year  before. 

Total  milk  receipts  7  percent  above  November  1957 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  in  6k  Federal  Order  markets  during 
November  1958  totaled  67.9  million  pounds — a  decrease  of  1  percent  from 
the  preceding  month,  but  an  increase  of  7  percent  from  the  November 
receipts  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  were  larger  than  for  November  1957  in 
k6  markets,  about  the  same  in  3>  and  smaller  in  15 .    Receipts  per  producer 
averaged  536  pounds  in  November,  compared  with  537  pounds  in  October  and 
kQ2  pounds  in  November  1957*    Receipts  per  producer  were  up  from  the 
preceding  year  in  58  of  the  6k  markets,  about  the  same  in  3>  and  down  in 
the  remaining  3*    The  average  milkfat  test  of  November  receipts,  at 
3.82  percent,  was  up  fractionally  from  October,  but  was  slightly  below 
the  November  test  a  year  earlier. 

Farm  mi.lk  production  slightly  larger 

United  States  milk  production  on  farms,  estimated  at  $.k  billion 
pounds  for  December,  was  up  6  percent  from  the  previous  month,  but  was 
only  fractionally  above  the  December  output  in  1957*    Compared  with  the 
19^7-56  December  average,  production  was  12  percent  larger.    The  decline 
from  November  to  December  was  about  the  same  as  in  1957 >  hut  was  slightly 
more  than  usual  for  the  period.    United  States  milk  production  estimates 
for  the  12  months  of  1958  totaled  126.1  billion  pounds.    This  was  down 
slightly  from  the  126.^  billion  pound  record  output  of  1957;  hut  was 
almost  7  percent  above  the  19^7- 56  annual  average.    Per  capita  production 
for  December  came  to  1.73  pounds  per  day  --  slightly  less  than  for 
December  1957  >  hut  a  little  above  the  19I4-7-56  average  for  the  month.

United  States  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  February  averaged 
about  the  same  as  for  January  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  were  down  from 
the  previous  month  in  3  markets ,  while  increases  occurred  in  11.  Home 
delivered  milk  prices  advanced  from  January  in  15  markets,  compared  with 
declines  in  3«    Store  prices  were  higher  in  11  markets  and  lower  in  2. 
Producer  prices  are  not  currently  determined  in  a  number  of  markets,  but 
will  be  reported  next  month. 

Dealer  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  l6o  markets  in  early 
February  averaged  $5 Per  hundredweight  —  the  same  as  for  January,  but 
9  cents  below  February  last  year.    Dealers'  buying  prices  this  February 
were  11  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month. 
Prices  advanced  from  the  preceding  month  in  k  regions,  declined  in  k,  and 
held  steady  in  1.    The  increases  ranged  from  1  cent  in  the  East  South  Central, 
West  South  Central,  and  Pacific  regions  to  19  cents  in  the  New  England  States. 
Prices  were  unchanged  in  the  South  Atlantic,  but  were  down  k  cents  from 
January  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area.    Decreases  of  1  cent  per  hundredweight 
were  reported  for  the  East  North  Central,  tfest  North  Central,  and  Mountain 
regions. 

The  average  single  quart  price  for  home  delivered  milk  in  25  major 
cities  throughout  the  United  States  in  early  February  was  25*5  cents  un- 
changed from  January,  but  off  0.1  cent  from  February  1958*    Compared  with 
the  1953-57  February  average,  the  home  delivery  price  was  2.0  cents  higher 
this  month.    From  January  to  February,  milk  delivered  to  homes  increased 
1  cent  per  quart  in  Milkwaukee  and  prices  were  up  about  one-half  cent  in 
Boston.    These  increases,  however,  were  offset  by  a  1-cent  decrease  in  Detroit. 
No  changes  from  the  previous  month  were  reported  for  the  other  .22  cities. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  kh  Federal  Order  markets  during 
December  were  k  percent  above  the  same  month  in  1957*    Cumulative  daily  sales 
for  1958,  however,  were  about  the  same  as  the  annual  total  for  1957 •  Skim 
milk  sales  in  December  were  10  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Sales  of  milk 
and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  were  about  6  percent  more  than  the 
December  sales  for  the  preceding  year.    Fluid  cream  sales  were  off  1  percent 
from  December  1957 •    Average  daily  milk  receipts  in  6k  markets  showed  a 
k  percent  gain.    (See  p.  18  for  individual  market  comments)

In  the  New  England  States,  buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I 
milk  in  early  February  averaged  $6oU5>  per  hundredweight— up  19  cents 
from  January  and  12  cents  from  February  last  year.    Dealer  buying  prices 
increased  22  cents  per  hundredweight  from  January  in  all  New  Hampshire 
markets  with  corresponding  increases  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  both 
home  and  store  prices.    Milk  delivered  to  homes  was  up  from  1  to  3  cents 
per  quart  and  store  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  Burlington, 
Vermont  market,  where  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined. 
Class  I  prices  rose  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  five  Massachusetts 
markets  under  Federal  Order.    Home  and  store  prices  were  up  one-half  cent 
per  quart  in  all  Massachusetts  markets  reporting  except  Worcester,  where 
single  quart  store  prices  were  1  cent  higher.    Increases  were  also  shown 
for  half -gallon  and  gallon  containers  out-of -stores.    Dealers'  buying 
prices  in  the  Rhode  Island  Federal  Order  market  increased  22  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  January,  but  consumer  prices  held  steady. 

Fluid  use  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  in  early  February 
averaged  $6.27  per  hundredweight.    This  was  U  cents  less  than  for 
January  and  9  cents  under  the  average  at  this  time  a  year  earlier.  Rep- 
orted dealer  buying  prices  and  consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  in  this  region. 

In  the  East  North  Central  region,  early  February  Class  I  prices 
averaged  $iw35  per  hundredweight — a  decline  of  1  cent  from  the  month 
before  and  17  cents  below  February  19£8.    Home  delivery  prices  decreased 

I  cent  per  quart  and  store  prices  were  off  about  one-half  cent  per  quart 
from  January  in  Toledo,  Ohio.    Dealer  buying  prices  are  not  currently 
determined  in  this  market.    Milk  sold  out-of -stores  was  up  1  to  2  cents 
per  quart  and  gallons  were  reported  about  2  cents  higher  in  South  Bend, 
Indiana  with  no  change  in  the  Class  I  price.    Some  weakness  in  gallon 
prices  was  reported  in  Rock  Island,  Illinois.  Class  I  prices  in  this 
market  were  reported  unchanged.    In  Detroit,  where  Class  I  prices  are 
not  currently  determined,  home  delivery  prices  were  off  1  cent  per  quart. 
Dealers'  buying  prices  dropped  30  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Lansing, 
Michigan.    No  change  in  price  was  reported  for  milk  delivered  to  homes. 
Dealer  buying  prices  held  about  steady  from  January  to  February  in 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  but  home  and  store  prices  advanced  1  cent  per  quart 
and  half -gallons  and  gallons  were  up  slightly. 

The  average  price  paid  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  West  North 
Central  States,  at  $U.2U  per  hundredweight,  decreased  1  cent  from  January 
and  was  8  cents  under  early  February  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  the 
Aberdeen,  S.  D.  market  were  virtually  unchanged  while  milk  delivered  to 
homes  was  off  1  cent  per  quart  from  the  month  before.    Prices  out  of 
stores  held  steady.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  early  February  were  down 

II  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  where  no  change  was 
reported  for  both  home  and  store  prices. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  fluid  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in 
early  February  averaged  $6.23  per  hundredweight.    This  was  the  same  as 
for  the  previous  month,  but  was  16  cents  below  February  1958.

Orders  having  no  significant  out-of-area  sales.    December  sales  were  above  a 
year  earlier  in  9  of  the  10  largest  whole  milk  markets,  which  account  for 
about  two-thirds  of  the  ^-market  total.

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  on  an  average  daily  basis  in  kk  markets  during 
December  were  down  slightly  from  the  preceding  month,  but  were  10  percent 
above  December  1957*    Gains  from  December  1957  were  indicated  in  7  of  the  8 
main  skim  milk  markets.    The  increases  ranged  from  3  percent  in  Philadelphia 
to  35  percent  in  Minneapolis -St.  Paul.

Gain  of  6  percent  shown  in  half-and-half  sales 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half  in  most 
markets)  in  4  3  markets  were  up  k  percent  from  November  and  6  percent  from 
December  a  year  earlier.

Milk  receipts  in  December  k  percent  above  year  earlier 

Average  daily  milk  receipts  in  6I4.  Federal  Order  markets  for  December 
1958  totaled  68.7  million  pounds.    This  was  up  1  percent  from  the  previous 
month  and  U  percent  from  the  December  total  in  1957.    Compared  with 
December  receipts  in  1957,  gains  were  reported  in  i;2  markets.    Daily  re- 
ceipts were  smaller  in  20  markets,  with  no  change  shown  in  the  remaining  2. 
Receipts  during  December  averaged  5UU  pounds  per  producer— an  increase  of 
more  than  1  percent  from  November  and  8  percent  from  the  same  month  a 
year  earlier.    Receipts  per  producer  averaged  higher  in  53  of  the  6U  markets, 
were  unchanged  in  2,  and  were  lower  in  the  other  9»    December  milkfat 
tests  for  the  6k  markets  averaged  3«83  percent  in  1958,  compared  with  3«82 
percent  for  the  preceding  month  and  3»8l  percent  for  December  1957. 

Increase  of  3  percent  shown  in  annual  milk  receipts 

Average  daily  milk  receipts  from  producers  in  6I4.  Federal  Order 
markets  during  1958  were  more  than  3  percent  above  the  annual  total  in  1957* 
Increases  from  the  preceding  year  were  shown  in  kl  markets.    Receipts  were 
down  in  19  markets,  with  no  change  reported  in  the  remaining  U.  The 
larger  receipts  for  the  6k  markets  in  1958  were  supplied  by  about  3  percent 
fewer  producers  than  in  1957.    Decreases  in  producer  numbers  occurred  in  US 
out  of  the  total  of  6k  marketing  areas.    No  change  was  reported  in  1  market, 
and  relatively  small  increases  were  shown  in  the  remaining  17.    The  drop 
in  producer  numbers  was  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  receipts  per 
producer.    Receipts  per  producer  for  the  6U  markets  as  a  whole  averaged 
5UU  pounds  in  1958.    This  was  up  7  percent  from  the  509  pound  average  in 
1957.    Receipts  per  producer  were  up  from  a  year  earlier  in  all  but  5  of 
the  6U  markets, 

January  farm  milk  production  at  about  same  level 

Milk  production  on  farms  throughout  the  United  States  was  estimated 
at  9>75U  million  pounds  this  January — up  k  percent  from  December,  but 
down  slightly  from  the  same  month  last  year*    Production  was  12  percent 
above  the  19U8-57  January  average.    The  seasonal  increase  between  December 
and  January  was  less  than  a  year  earlier,  but  was  about  average  for  the 
period.    Per  capita  production  for  January,  at  1.79  pounds  per  day,  was 
about  the  same  as  the  10-year  average  for  the  month.

baying  prices  dropped  kh  cents  per  hundredweight  from  January  to  February 
in  Wheeling,  West  Virginia.    Both  home  and  store  prices  in  this  market, 
however,  were  unchanged  from  the  previous  month. 

Milk  prices  for  fluid  use  in  the  East  South  Central  Area  in  early 
February  averaged  $5«l5  per  hundredweight— 1  cent  above  the  January 
average,  but  2  cents  below  February  1958*    Compared  with  the  preceding 
month,  milk  delivered  to  homes  was  up  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  Columbus, 
Mississippi  market.    Store  prices  were  up  about  1  cent  for  quarts  and  2 
cents  for  half -gallon  containers.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  this  market 
were  about  the  same  as  the  month  before. 

Dealers  in  the  West  South  Central  States  paid  an  average  price  of 
$£♦61  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  in  early  February.    This  was  up 
1  cent  from  a  month  earlier,  but  was  down  7  cents  from  the  same  month 
last  year.    The  single  quart  home  delivery  price  increased  1  cent  per 
quart  in  Shreveport,  La.,  but  the  Class  I  price  and  single  quart  and  half- 
gallon  prices  out-of -stores  were  unchanged  from  January.    Small  changes 
in  Class  I  prices  in  other  markets  of  the  region  were  reported. 

,    In  the  Mountain  region,  dealers1  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid 
use  in  early  February  averaged  $5>.62  per  hundredweight—  a  decrease  of 
1  cent  from  January  and  11  cents  below  February  a  year  earlier.  In 
Pueblo,  Colorado,  home  and  store  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart  from 
the  preceding  month  with  the  advent  of  the  Federal  Order.    Class  I  prices 
were  not  reported  for  that  market  prior  to  February  1.    Class  I  prices 
in  Phoenix,  Arizona  were  virtually  unchanged  while  prices  to  consumers, 
following  the  end  of  a  price  war,  were  2  cents  per  quart  higher* 

Class  I  prices  on  the  Pacific  Coast  averaged  $5*2$  per  hundredweight 
in  early  February.    This  was  1  cent  higher  than  the  January  average,  but 
was  6  cents  less  than  for  February  1958.    Spokane,  Wash,  reported  a  10- 
cent  increase  in  Class  I  prices,  but  no  change  in  milk  to  homes  or  at 
stores.    In  Fresno,  California,  the  Class  I  price  was  unchanged,  but  home 
and  store  prices  were  on-half  cent  per  quart  above  January. 

ANNUAL  SUMMARY  OF  PRICES  OF  MILK  FCR  FLUID  USE 

Slight  decrease  shown  in  1958  dealer  buying  prices 

Buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  throughout  the 
United  States  in  1958  averaged  $5«U2  per  hundredweight.    Th.is  was  down 
only  5  cents  from  the  revised  annual  average  of  $5»U7  per  hundredweight 
in  1957  •    Prices  were  down  from  the  preceding  year  in  all  regions  except 
the  South  Atlantic,  where  the  average  was  up  3  cents  per  hundredweight. 
The  decreases  ranged  from  3  cents  in  both  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  West 
South  Central  areas  to  lU  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North  Central. 
Regional  annual  average  buying  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  1958  varied 
from  $lw2U  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central  to  $6.27  in  the 
South  Atlantic.    On  a  seasonal  basis,  United  States  monthly  buying  prices 
in  1958  varied  from  a  low  of  $5»09  in  June  to  a  high  of  $5.60  in  January— 
a  spread  of  51  cents  per  hundredweight  which  is  about  the  5-year  average 
range  between  the  low  and  high  months.

Price  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  up 

Single  quart  prices  of  the  most  common  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes 
in  25  major  markets  throughout  the  United  States  averaged  25.H  cents 
per  quart  during  1958  —  a  record  annual  average  for  the  25-city  series. 
This  was  a  ga/in  of  0.6  cent  per  quart  from  the  previous  record  high 
average  in  1957  and  was  2.2  cents  above  the  1952-56  annual  average. 
Decreases  from  1957  were  reported  only  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  Seattle, 
Washington.    No  change  in  the  annual  average  price  was  shown  in  Indianapolis 
Detroit,  Omaha,  and  Denver.    Single  quart  prices  in  the  other  19  cities, 
however,  were  at  record  high  levels.

SUMMARY 


Fluid  milk  prices  throughout  the  United  States  in  early  March  were  down 
seasonally  from  the  preceding  month  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk 
were  lower  than  for  February  in  hi  markets    or  1  in  about  every  k.  Decreases 
in  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  and  sold  out-of -stores  were  reported  in 
13  markets  or  1  in  about  every  12.    Store  half -gallon  prices  were  up  from  the 
previous  month  in  5  markets;  Class  I  prices  were  higher  in  5»    Producer  prices 
are  not  currently  determined  in  a  number  of  markets,  but  will  be  reported 
next  month. 

Buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  l6o  markets 
averaged  $5.k0  per  hundredweight  in  early  March.    This  was  a  decline  of  7  cents 
from  the  previous  month  and  was  8  cents  below  March  last  year.    The  average 
price  this  month  was  11  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  the  1953-57  March 
average.    Compared  with  February,  dealers'  buying  prices  held  steady  in  3  of 
the  9  regions  of  the  country.    Decreases  ranged  from  6  cents  in  the  East  South 
Central  area  to  22  cents  in  the  New  England  States.    Prices  were  down  8  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  9  cents  in  the  East  North  Central, 
and  11  cents  in  the  West  South  Central  region.    A  smal 1  increase  of  2  cents 
per  hundredweight  was  reported  for  the  Mountain  States. 

Prices  per  single  quart  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities 
throughout  the  United  States  averaged  25*^  cents  per  quart  in  early  March. 
This  was  down  0.1  cent  from  both  February  this  year  and  the  early  March 
average  last  year.    The  home  delivery  price  this  month  was  2.0  cents  above 
the  1953-57  March  average,  however.    Compared  with  the  previous  month,  milk 
delivered  to  homes  was  down  2  cents  per  quart  in  the  Louisville,  Kentucky 
market.    No  changes  in  single  quart  prices  were  reported  in  the  other  2h 
cities  this  month. 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  in  67  Federal  Order  markets  during  January 
were  up  almost  3  percent  from  the  same  month  last  year.  Receipts  per  producer 
in  these  markets  were  about  8  percent  above  January  1958.

Buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  ndlk  in  the  New  England 
States  averaged  $6.23  per  hundredweight  in  early  March.    This  was  22 
cents  less  than  the  February  average,  but  was  13  cents  more  than  for 
March  last  year.    Class  I  prices  dropped  88  cents  per  hundredweight 
from  February  in  both  Augusta  and  Portland,  Maine.    Home  and  store 
prices  in  these  markets  declined  2  cents  per  quart  from  the  previous 
month.    Dealer  buying  prices  were  off  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in 
all  New  Hampshire  markets  reporting  and  in  all  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island  Federal  Order  markets  this  month.    Both  home  and  store  prices 
decreased  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  the  New  Hampshire  markets.  Home 
delivered  milk  was  down  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  the  Lowell-Lawrence* 
Massachusetts  area.    Both  home  and  store  prices  were  reported  unchanged, 
however,  in  Boston,  Springfield,  and  Worcester.    Home  delivered  and  out- 
of -store  milk  prices  also  held  about  steady  in  the  Newport  and  Providence 
Rhode  Island  markets.    A  decrease  of  one  cent  per  quart  in  home  and  store 
prices  was  reported  for  Burlington,  Vermont,  where  dealers  buying  prices 
are  not  currently  determined. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  the  average  Class  I  price  in  early 
March,  at  $6.19  per  hundredweight,  was  8  cents  lower  than  for  both  the 
preceding  month  and  March  1958.    Class  I  prices  in  markets  covered  by 
the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order  were  12  cents  per  hundredweight 
lower  than  in  February.    Home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  in  all  these  markets  except  Schenectady,  where  some  weak- 
ness was  shown  in  half -gallons  sold  out-of -stores. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  East  North  Central  area  averaged 
$U.19  per  hundredweight  in  early  March,    This  was  a  decline  of  9  cents 
from  February  and  a  loss  of  Ik  cents  from  March  1958.    Compared  with  the 
preceding  month,  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
where  Class  I  prices  advanced  18  cents  per  hundredweight.    Dealer  buying 
prices  were  down  20  and  18  cents  per  hundredweight,  respectively,  in 
Gary  and  South  Bend,  Indiana.    No  changes  were  reported  for  home  and 
store  prices  in  these  markets.    A  decrease  of  20  cents  per  hundredweight 
occurred  in  both  the  Chicago  and  Rock  Island  markets,  but  no  significant 
changes  were  reported  in  retail  prices.    Store  prices  were  down  as  much 
as  two  and  one-half  cents  per  quart  in  Detroit,  where  Class  I  prices  are 
not  currently  determined.    Dealer  buying  prices  were  off  U3  to  U8  cents 
per  hundredweight  at  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.    Home  delivered  milk  was 
down  1  to  2  cents  per  quart,  but  store  prices  held  steady  from  February. 
Both  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged  in  Beloit,  Green  Bay,  and 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  these  markets  were  20 
cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  for  the  previous  month. 

In  the  West  North  Central  States,  early  March  prices  of  milk  for 
fluid  use  averaged  $U.2U  per  hundredweight— no  change  from  the  previous 
month,  but  5  cents  below  the  March  average  last  year.    Dealer  buying 
prices  were  up  1$  cents  per  hundredweight  from  February  in  the  Bemidji, 
Minnesota  market.    Both  home  and  store  prices,  however,  were  reported 
unchanged  from  the  previous  month.    Retail  prices  were  also  stable  in

Combined  total  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  (product  pound 
basis)  in  hO  of  the  UU  Federal  Order  markets  shown  in  1958  were  1  per- 
cent larger  than  in  1957 •    These  are  the  markets  having  data  showing  in- 
significant out -of -area  sales.    Changes  in  sales  of  all  fluid  products 
compared  with  the  same  quarter  a  year  earlier  varied  from  a  fractional 
decrease  in  the  third  quarter  to  a  2  percent  increase  in  the  fourth 
quarter.    The  average  test  of  all  fluid  milk  products  sold  in  the  UO 
markets  averaged  3.73  percent  in  1958  as  compared  with  3«71  percent  in 
1957.    Sales  of  plain  whole  milk  in  1958  were  fractionally  above  1957. 
Largest  increases  were  in  plain  and  special  skim  milk  sales  which  were 
19  percent  above  1957.    Flavored  whole  milk  sales  were  6  percent  higher. 
Buttermilk  sales  were  down  5  percent  and  flavored  skim  milk  sales  dropped 
2h  percent. 

Of  the  cream  items,  sour  cream  had  a  11;  percent  increase  from  1957 
to  1958  and  milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  were  up  2  percent.  Decreases 
in  cream  sales  were:    heavy  cream,  5  percent;  egg  nog,  k  percent;  light 
cream,  13  percent. 

The  average  test  of  the  various  fluid  milk  and  cream  products  sold 
in  UO  of  the  hh  markets  showed  little  change  from  1957* 

January  milk  receipts  up  3  percent  from  1958 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  in  67  Federal  Order  markets  during 
January  totaled  98.0  million  pounds — increases  of  U  percent  from  the 
preceding  month  and  3  percent  from  January  1958.    Compared  with  the 
same  month  a  year  earlier,  receipts  were  larger  in  U6  markets,  about 
the  same  in  2,  and  smaller  in  19.    January  receipts  averaged  555  pounds 
per  producer  this  year,  compared  with  531  pounds  for  the  previous  month 
and  516  pounds  for  January  last  year.    Receipts  per  producer  were  above 
January  1958  in  62  of  the  67  markets,  unchanged  in  2,  and  down  in  the 
remaining  3»    Milkfat  tests  of  total  January  receipts  in  the  67  markets 
averaged  3«79  percent.    This  was  down  slightly  from  December,  but  was 
up  fractionally  from  the  average  January  test  in  1958. 

Milk  production  on  farms  during  February  about  same  as  last  year 

Milk  cows  on  farms  throughout  the  United  States  produced  about 
9.3  billion  pounds  of  milk  in  February,  according  to  Crop  Reporting  Board 
estimates.    This  was  down  U  percent  from  the  previous  month,  but  was  about 
the  same  as  the  February  total  last  year.    Compared  with  the  19U8-57 
February  average,  total  milk  production  was  9  percent  larger.    The  decline 
from  January  to  February  this  year  was  about  the  same  as  in  1958,  but 
was  more  than  the  usual  2  percent  decrease  for  this  period.  Production 
in  February  was  sufficient  to  provide  1.90  pounds  of  milk  per  person  in 
the  United  States — slightly  less  than  in  February  last  year  and  also  less 
than  the  10-year  average  for  the  month.

both  the  Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa  markets,  where  Class  I  prices  were  down  20 
cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivered  milk  was  down  one  cent  per  quart  in  Lincoln, 
Nebraska, but  the  Class  I  price  in  this  market  is  not  currently  determined. 

Fluid  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  averaged  $6.21 
per  hundredweight  in  early  March.    This  was  the  same  as  for  February,  but  was  18 
cents  under  March  a  year  earlier*    No  significant  changes  in  prices  from  February 
were  reported  up  to  the  tenth  of  the  month  for  any  markets  in  this  region. 

In  the  East  South  Central  area,  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  in  early  March 
averaged  $5.08  per  hundredweight— a  decrease  of  6  cents  from  the  preceding  month 
and  2  cents  from  March  last  year.    The  Class  I  price  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  was  10 
cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  in  February,  but  milk  to  homes  and  to  stores 
was  off  2  cents  per  quart.    Retail  prices  were  reported  unchanged  in  Chattanooga 
and  Memphis,  although  dealer  buying  prices  were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  lower 
in  both  markets.    In  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Class  I  prices  declined  8  cents  per 
hundredweight  and  home  and  store  prices  were  down  one  cent  per  quart.  Dealer 
buying  prices  dropped  U6  cents  per  hundredweight  in  all  Mississippi  Federal  Order 
markets  this  month,  but  both  home  and  store  prices  held  steacfy-  from  the  previous 
month  in  most  all  these  markets. 

Early  March  Class  I  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  States  averaged  $5«50  per 
hundredweight.    This  represented  a  seasonal  decline  of  11  cents  from  February  and 
a  decrease  of  k  cents  from  March  a  year  earlier.    Decreases  from  February  of  28  and 
UO  cents  per  hundredweight    in  Class  I  prices  occurred  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.  and 
Shreveport,  La., respectively.    No  changes  in  retail  prices,  however,  were  reported 
for  these  markets.    An  18-cent  increase  was  shown  in  Tulsa,  Okla.  dealer  buying 
prices,  but  home  and  store  prices  held  steady.    Home  delivered  and  store  purchased 
milk  prices  were  reported  the  same  as  in  February  for  both  Austin  and  Dallas,  Texas. 
However,  Class  I  prices  were  down  17  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Austin  and  31  cents 
in  Dallas.    Dealer  buying  prices  were  unchanged  in  the  Galveston,  Texas  market,  where 
some  increase  was  indicated  in  half -gallons  out -of -stores. 


Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  Mountain  region  averaged 
$5.59  per  hundredweight  in  early  March— 2  cents  higher  than  a  month  earlier,  but  15 
cents  lower  than  in  March  1958.  The  average  Class  I  price  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  at  » 
$5.25  per  hundredweight,  was  unchanged  from  February,  but  was  6  cents  under  the  same  j 
month  last  year.

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  United  States  this  month  declined 
sharply  from  early  March  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Declines  from  the  previous  month  in  fluid  milk 
prices  paid  by  dealers  were  reported  in  k6  markets  or  1  in  about  every  3* 
Home  and  store  prices  declined  in  32  markets  or  1  in  every  5»    No  signifi- 
cant increases  were  reported  in  dealer  buying  prices  for  any  markets  and 
gains  in  consumer  prices  were  reported  in  only  3«    Producer  prices  are 
not  currently  determined  in  a  number  of  markets,  but  will  be  reported 
next  month. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  160  markets  in  early 
April  averaged  $5.23  per  hundredweight — a  decrease  of  17  cents  from  March, 
but  no  change  from  April  1958-    Dealer  buying  prices  this  April  were  12  cents 
per  hundredweight  above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.    Compared  with 
the  preceding  month,  prices  declined  in  all  of  the  9  regions.    The  decreases 
varied  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  both  the  South  Atlantic  and  Mountain 
regions  to  kk  cents  in  the  New  England  States. 

The  single  quart  price  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities 
throughout  the  United  States  averaged  25-2  cents  in  early  April.    This  was 
a  decrease  of  0.2  cent  from  the  previous  month,  but  was  the  same  as  for 
April  1958*    The  average  home  delivery  price  this  month  was  2.0  cents 
higher  than  the  1953-57  April  average.    From  March  to  April,  milk  delivered 
to  homes  was  off  1  cent  per  quart  in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and 
Pittsburgh.    Decreases  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  were  shown  for  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  and  San  Francisco,  but  no  changes  from  the  preceding  month 
were  reported  in  the  other  19  cities. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  50  Federal  Order  and  k  State 
markets  for  January  were  2  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Skim  milk 
sales  in  January  were  8  percent  above  the  same  month  in  1958.    Sales  of 
milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  during  January  were  6  percent  over 
the  January  sales  last  year.    Fluid  cream  sales  were  off  2  percent  from 
January  1958.    Average  daily  milk  receipts  in  67  Federal  Order  and  k  State 
markets  during  February  were  up  k  percent  from  the  preceding  year. 
Receipts  per  producer  in  these  markets  showed  a  gain  of  9  percent.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  APRIL  1959 

In  the  New  England  States,  buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use 
milk  in  early  April  averaged  $§.79  per  hundredweight — down  hh  cents  from 
March,  but  up  3  cents  from  April  last  year.    Class  I  prices  dropped  hh  cents 
per  hundredweight  from  March  in  all  New  Hampshire  markets  reporting  and  in 
all  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  Federal  Order  markets •    Except  for  the 
Rhode  Island  markets,  where  retail  prices  held  steady,  both  home  and  store 
prices  were  down  about  1  cent  per  quart.    Dealer  buying  prices  were  off  5U 
cents  per  hundredweight  in  both  Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Connecticut  with 
corresponding  home  and  store  price  decreases  of  from  one-half  to  one  cent 
per  quart.    Retail  prices  were  down  1  cent  per  quart  from  the  previous 
month  in  all  Vermont  markets  reporting.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  these 
markets  are  not  currently  determined. 

The  average  Class  I  price  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  at  $5.86  per 
hundredweight,  was  33  cents  lower  than  in  the  preceding  month  and  was  1  cent 
under  the  April  average  in  1958.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  markets  covered  by 
the  New  York  -  New  Jersey  Federal  Order  were  down  38  cents  per  hundredweight 
from  the  preceding  month.    Home  and  store  prices  declined  1  cent  per  quart 
in  New  Tork  City,  Albany,  and  in  Northeastern  New  Jersey,  but  retail  prices 
were  generally  stable  in  the  Binghamton,  Schenectady,  and  Syracuse  marketing 
areas.    In  the  Pennsylvania  markets  reporting,  milk  delivered  to  homes  was 
1  cent  per  quart  lower  in  all  areas  except  Harrisburg,  where  home  delivered 
milk  was  off  one-half  cent  per  single  quart.    Milk  sold  out-of -stores  was 
also  down  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  Harrisburg,  while  no  change  from  March 
was  reported  in  Philadelphia  for  either  quarts  or  half -gallons.  Store 
prices  in  the  other  markets  were  down  about  1  cent  per  quart.    Changes  in 
Pennsylvania  Class  I  prices  ranged  from  a  13  cent  increase  in  Philadelphia 
to. a.  decrease  of  51  cents  in  Pittsburgh.    Buying  prices  were  down  30  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  Harrisburg  and  b.0  cents  in  Erie,  Johnstown,  Reading, 
and  Scranton. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  East  North  Central  area  averaged 
&U.12  per  hundredweight  in  early  April.    This  was  a  decline  of  5  cents  from 
March  and  was  1  cent  less  than  April  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Alton, 
Illinois  dropped  50  cents  per  hundredweight  from  March,  although  no  change 
was  reported  for  retail  prices.    Dealers1  buying  prices  were  off  25  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  Springfield,  Illinois.    Home  delivered  milk  was  down 
1  cent  per  quart,  but  single  quart  store  sales  were  one-half  cent  lower 
with  half -gallons  out-of -stores  relatively  stable.    Both  home  and  store 
prices  decreased  1  cent  per  quart  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  where  Class  I 
prices  were  down  35  cents.    Buying  prices  were  unchanged  in  Detroit,  where 
some  weakness  was  shown  in  single  quart  prices  out-of -stores.    At  Lansing, 
Michigan,  retail  prices  were  unchanged,  but  Class  I  prices  were  39  cents 
per  hundredweight  lower.    Home  and  store  prices  dropped  3  cents  per  quart 
at  Cincinnati,  Ohio  and  half -gallons  out-of-stores  were  down  3  to  6  cents 
per  unit  at  Evansville,  Indiana.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  both  these  markets 
are  not  currently  determined. 

In  the  West  North  Central  States,  Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in 
early  April  averaged  $U.02  per  hundredwei^it— 22  cents  lower  than  a  month 
earlier  and  6  cents  under  April  1958.    Dealer  buying  prices  declined  20 
cents  per  hundredweight  from  March  in  the  Bemidji,  Minnesota  area,  but 
retail  prices  were  reported  unchanged.    Class  I  prices  dropped  26  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  Kansas  City,  50  cents  in  St.  Louis,  and  52  cents  in 
Springfield,  Missouri.    Home  and  store  prices  in  these  markets,  however, 
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were  unchanged  from  the  previous  month.    At  Grand  Forks,  North  Dakota,  dealer 
prices  were  off  U6  cents  per  hundredweight  and  consumer  prices  were  down  1 
cent  per  quart.    Home  and  store  prices  were  stable  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  where 
Class  I  prices  declined  Ul  cents.    Retail  prices  held  steady  in  Sioux  City, 
Iowa,  where  dealer  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined. 

Hie  early  April  average  Class  I  price  in  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
at  $6.20  per  hundredweight,  was  down  1  cent  from  March,  but  was  unchanged 
from  April  the  year  before.    Compared  with  the  preceding  month,  home  and 
store  prices  were  down  about  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  the  Wilmington, 
Delaware  marketing  area.    Dealer  buying  prices  in  this  market  were  down  20 
cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivered  milk  was  reported  1  cent  per  quart 
lower  and  gallons  out-of -stores  down  7  to  15  cents  per  unit  at  Tampa,  Florida. 
Class  I  prices  in  this  market  held  steady  from  March.    For  Washington,  D.  C, 
the  reported  Class  I  price  shows  a  decrease  from  last  month  but  prices  paid 
local  producers  by  handlers  for  fluid  use  milk  have  probably  changed  little. 
The  price  quoted  last  month  was  a  list  price  discussed  by  producers  and 
handlers  in  price  negotiations  for  a  proposed  Federal  Order.    The  price 
quoted  for  April  is  a  flat  price  paid  by  handlers  to  the  producer !s  associ- 
ation.   Home  and  store  prices  in  Washington,  D.  C.  are  unchanged  from  March. 
In  Maryland  suburbs  prices  are  generally  unchanged  but  are  lower  for  some 
of  the  more  expensive  grades  of  milk. 

Milk  prices  for  fluid  use  in  the  East  South  Central  area  in  early  April 
averaged  &U.98  per  hundredweight— 10  cents  below  the  March  average  this  year 
and  off  U  cents  from  April  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  Paducah, 
Kentucky  were  $1.16  per  hundredweight  lower  than  in  March*    Home  and  store 
single  quart  prices  were  unchanged  in  this  market,  but  some  increases  were 
shown  in  half -gallons  out-of -stores.    Buying  prices  were  down  only  slightly 
in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  but  some  weakness  was  reported  in  half -gallons 
and  gallons  sold  in  stores.    Class  I  prices  were  off  lU  cents  per  hundred- 
wei^it  in  Memphis  and  3k  cents  in  Nashville.    Retail  prices  in  these  markets 
were  reported  unchanged  from  the  previous  month. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  dealer  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk 
averaged  $3>.ijl  per  hundredweight  in  early  April.    This  was  9  cents  under  the 
previous  month  and  was  12  cents  below  the  1958  April  average*    Dealer  buying 
prices  declined  U5  cents  per  hundredweight  from  March  in  Fort  Smith, 
Arkansas.    Consumer  prices  in  this  market  held  steady.    Home  and  store  single 
quart  prices  were  reported  unchanged,  but  half -gallon  and  gallon  prices  out- 
of  -stores  dropped  sharply  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  where  Class  I  prices  were  39 
cents  lower.    No  change  was  indicated  for  dealer  prices  in  Houston,  Texas  and 
the  only  retail  decline  was  reported  in  single  quarts  sold  in  stores. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  region  paid  an  average  price  of  $5*58  per  hundred- 
weight for  Class  I  milk  in  early  April.    This  was  a  decrease  of  1  cent  from 
March  and  15  cents  from  April  last  year.    Dealers1  buying  prices  and  consumer 
prices  reported  were  unchanged  from  the  previous  month  in  this  region. 

Class  I  prices  on  the  Pacific  Coast  averaged  $5«19  per  hundredweight— 
6  cents  lower  than  in  April,  but  13  cents  higher  than  the  April  average  in 
1958.    Decreases  of  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Class  I  prices  from  March 
were  reported  for  Fresno,  Sacramento,  and  San  Francisco  this  month.  Both 
home  and  store  prices  in  these  markets  were  down  a  corresponding  one-half 
cent  per  quart*    Dealer  buying  prices  were  about  the  same  as  for  the  pre- 
ceding month,  but  home  delivered  and  milk  sold-in-store  prices  were  up  one- 
half  cent  per  quart  in  San  Diego.

FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES ,  1950-58 

Total  United  States  farm  and  nonfarm  consumption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream 
products  (on  a  milk  equivalent  basis)  averaged  3U5  pounds  per  person  in  1958, 
according  to  recent  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates.    This  was  down  5  pounds  per 
person  from  1957  and  was  down  9  pounds  from  the  record-high  per  capita  con- 
sumption in  1956.    Consumption  in  the  nonfarm  segment  of  the  population  decreased 
from  3Ul  pounds  per  person  in  1957  to  336  pounds  in  1958.    Farm  consumption 
declined  10  pounds  per  person  from  1950  to  1958. 

Total  milk  consumption  in  the  United  States  during  1958  (farm  and  non-farm 
combined),  estimated  at  60.5  billion  pounds,  was  up  slightly  from  the  60.U 
billion-pound  total  in  1957.    Civilian  consumption  in  1958  was  59.1  billion 
pounds,  compared  with  59.0  billion  pounds  a  year  earlier.    Consumption  of  all 
fluid  milk  items  by  the  nonfarm  segment  was  estimated  at  51.3  billion  pounds 
for  1958 — an  increase  of  only  200  million  pounds  from  the  previous  year. 
Total  consumption  on  farms  declined  slightly  from  9.3  billion  pounds  in  1957  to 
9.2  billion  pounds  in  1958. 

SALES  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM  AND  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN 
FEDERAL  AND  STATE  ORDER  MARKETING  AREAS,  JANUARY  1959 

A  new  departure  this  year,  with  the  addition  of  h  State  controlled  markets 
and  6  more  Federal  Order  markets,  begins  with  this  issue.    Sales  and  receipts 
data  from  State  control  agencies  —  the  Niagara  Frontier  and  Rochester  markets 
in  New  York  and  the  States  of  Connecticut  and  South  Carolina  —  have  been  added. 
These  represent  areas  which  are  considered  comparable.    For  Connecticut,  State 
sales  data  for  1958  are  expected  to  be  comparable  with  1959  data  available  under 
the  new  Federal  Order  after  April  1.    Comparable  receipts  data  for  both  years 
are  planned.    In-area  sales  under  the  Federal  Order  program  have  been  prepared 
for  50  markets.    These  are  all  of  the  markets  for  which  the  data  have  been 
segregated  to  show  sales  as  closely  representing  defined  marketing  areas  as 
possible.    Receipts  data  are  carried  for  67  Federal  markets.    The  population 
covered  by  these  5U  markets  represent    about  one-third  the  total  nonfarm 
population  of  the  United  States. 


J anaary  whole  milk  sales  up  2  percent  from  1958 


Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  50  Federal  Order  and  U  State 
markets  daring  January  1959  were  2  percent  above  the  January  total  in 
1958.    Considering  the  largest  markets,  sales  were  up  1  percent  from  a 
year  earlier  in  Boston  and  Chicago.    Increases  of  2  percent  were  reported 
for  Connecticut,  Philadelphia,  and  North  Texas.    Sales  were  up  U  percent 
in  Minneapolis  -  St.  Paul  and  5  percent  in  both  Kansas  City  and  Puget 
Sound.    A  decrease  of  1  percent  was  indicated  for  Niagara  Frontier,  but 
whole  milk  sales  were  about  unchanged  from  January  1958  in  Cleveland, 
Detroit,  and  St.  Louis. 

Skim  milk  sales  climb  8  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  the  total  53  markets 
this  January  were  8  percent  above  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Increases 
occurred  in  39  of  the  53  markets  with  gains  of  10  percent  or  more  reported 
in  16  markets.    Skim  milk  sales  were  unchanged  in  only  2  markets,  but 
decreases  from  January  1958  were  shown  in  12. 

Gain  of  6  percent  reported  for  half-and-half  sales 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half  in  most 
markets)  in  53  markets  during  January  increased  about  6  percent  from  the 
same  month  last  year.    Sales  in  the  Chicago  market,  which  account  for 
almost  a  third  of  the  53  market-  total,  and  in  3  other  markets  were  un- 
changed from  the  previous  year.    Gains  were  reported  in  Ul  markets,  while 
half-and-half  sales  were  off  in  only  8. 

Fluid  cream  sales  in  January  off  2  percent  from  1958 

Average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  items  in  U6  Federal  Order  and 
h  State  markets  were  2  percent  under  the  January  sales  a  year  earlier. 
Sales  were  down  in  25  of  the  total  50  markets  with  decreases  of  5  percent 
or  more  shewn  in  15  markets.    Gains  were  reported  in  21  markets  and  fluid 
cream  sales  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago  in  the  remaining  km 

Total  milk  receipts  U  percent  above  February  1958 

Average  daily  milk  receipts  in  67  Federal  Order  and  U  State  markets 
this  February,  at  10? «0  million  pounds,  advanced  3  percent  from  January 
and  were  U  percent  larger  than  for  February  last  year.    Daily  receipts  per 
producer  averaged  575  pounds  in  February.    This  was  up  3  percent  from  the 
previous  month  and  was  9  percent  above  the  February  average  in  1958 • 

Decrease  of  1  percent  shown  in  farm  milk  production 

Production  of  milk  on  farms  throughout  the  United  States  during 
March  was  estimated  at  10o7  billion  pounds.    This  was  up  seasonally  1U 
percent  from  February,  but  was  1  percent  under  the  March  total  last  year. 
Per  capita  production  during  March  this  year  averaged  1.95  pounds  per  day, 
compared  with  2.00  pounds  for  March  a  year  earlier  and  the  2.Q5  pound 
10-year  average  for  the  month.

SUMMARY 


Early  May  fluid  milk  prices  throughout  the  United  States  continued  to 
decline  seasonally  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports*    Compared  with  April,  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  were  lower 
in  27  markets  or  1  in  about  every  6.    Price  decreases  in  milk  delivered  to 
homes  and  sold  out-of -stores  were  reported  in  33  markets  or  1  in  about  every 
5.    Consumer  prices  advanced  in  only  5  markets  this  month  and  no  increases 
were  reported  in  dealer  buying  prices.    Producer  prices  are  not  currently 
determined  in  a  number  of  markets,  but  will  be  shown  next  month. 

Dealer  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  160  markets  averaged 
$5.12  per  hundredweight  in  early  May.    This  was  a  decline  of  11  cents  from 
April,  but  was  the  same  as  the  May  price  in  1958.    Compared  with  the  1953-57 
May  average,  dealer  buying  prices  this  month  were  9  cents  higher.  Prices 
were  down  from  the  preceding  month  in  all  regions  except  the  Pacific,  where 
they  held  steady.    Seasonal  decreases  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight 
in  the  South  Atlantic  to  23  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region.    Dealer  prices 
declined  2  cents  in  the  Mountain,  3  cents  in  the  East  South  Central,  5  cents 
in  the  East  North  Central,  6  cents  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and  the  West 
South  Central,  and  21  cents  in  the  New  England  States. 


Single  quart  prices  of  home  delivered  miLk  in  25  major  cities  throughout 
the  United  States  in  early  May  averaged  25.2  cents  —  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month,  but  0.2  cent  above  May  a  year  earlier.    The  average  home 
delivery  price  this  month  was  2.1  cents  above  the  1953-57  May  average. 
Compared  with  April,  milk  delivered  to  homes  decreased  one-half  cent  per 
quart  in  Boston,  Hartford,  and  New  York  City.    Home  delivered  milk  prices  were 
up  one-half  cent  per  quart  from  the  preceding  month  in  Seattle,  Washington. 
No  changes  in  single  quart  prices  were  reported  for  the  other  21  cities  in 
early  May. 

Average  daily  whole  milk  sales  in  50  Federal  Order  and  U  State  marketing 
areas  during  February  were  up  2  percent  from  the  same  month  last  year. 
Cumulative  daily  sales  during  the  first  2  months  of  1959  were  also  2  percent 
larger  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    February  skim  milk  sales 
were  5  percent  above  the  same  month  in  1958.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures 
(half-and-half)  were  up  about  U  percent  from  February  sales  last  year;  fluid 
cream  sales  during  February  were  off  2  percent  from  the  same  month  a  year 
earlier. 

Average  daily  receipts  for  March  in  67  Federal  Order  and  h  State  marketing 
areas  were  3  percent  above  March  1958.    A  gain  in  receipts  of  U5  pounds  per 
day  per  producer  was  reported  for  70  of  these  71  markets.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  MAY  1959 


Dealers  throughout  the  New  England  States  paid  an  average  price  of  $5>.£8 
per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  in  early  May.    This  was  a  decline  of  21 
cents  from  the  preceding  month,  but  was  h  cents  over  the  May  average  last 
year.    New  Hampshire  markets  reported  decreases  of  22  cents  per  hundredweight 
for  Class  I  milk  and  one-half  cent  per  quart  at  homes  and  scores.    In  Bellows 
Falls, Vermont,  prices  at  homes  and  stores  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower. 
Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently  determined.    Class  I  prices 
in  the  £  Massachusetts  markets  reporting  were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  lower 
and  one-half  cent  per  quart  below  April.    Rhode  Island  also  reported  decreases 
of  22  cents  for  Class  I  milk  and  one-half  cent  per  quart  at  homes  and  stores. 
Connecticut  markets  were  down  22  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk 
and  one -half  cent  per  quart  for  home  delivery  and  store  sales. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  averaged  $5.67  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  May  —  down  23  cents  from  April  and  2  cents  from  May  a  year 
earlier.    In  the  markets  covered  by  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order, 
Class  I  prices  were  33  cents  per  hundredweight  below  April.    Reported  prices 
for  home  and  store  sales  were  unchanged  in  Albany,  Binghamton,  Schenectady 
and  Syracuse,  New  York.    In  New  York  City  and  Northeastern  New  Jersey, 
resale  prices  were  one-half  cent  per  quart  lower.    In  the  other  areas  of 
New  Jersey,  Class  I  prices  were  UO  cents  per  hundredweight  below  last  month. 
Atlantic  City  and  Camden  prices  to  consumers  were  one-half  cent  per  quart 
lower.    Home  delivery  prices  in  Trenton  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower. 

In  the  East  North  Central  region,  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  averaged 
$U#06  per  hundredweight  in  early  May.    This  was  5  cents  less  than  for  April, 
but  was  unchanged  from  the  May  average  in  1958.    In  Ft.  Wayne,  home  delivery 
prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower,  while  prices  in  stores  were  unchanged  to 
1  cent  lower  for  quarts.    Store  prices  declined  3  cents  per  half -gallon  and 
6  cents  per  gallon  from  the  previous  month.    Producer  prices  in  this  market 
are  not  currently  reported.    South  Bend,  Indiana  reported  a  10-cent  per 
hundredweight  decrease  for  Class  I  milk.    Consumer  prices  were  unchanged 
except  single  quarts  out-of -stores  which  were  1  cent  lower.    Class  I  prices 
in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  were  6  cents  per  hundredweight  lower.  Reported 
changes  in  this  market  were  a  1-cent  per  half -gallon  increase  for  milk  sold 
out  of  independent  stores  and  a  1-3-cent  decrease  per  gallon  container  out- 
of  -stores.    Superior,  Wisconsin  reported  a  Hi-cent  decline  in  Class  I 
prices,  but  no  changes  at  retail  levels. 

The  average  price  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  West  North 
Central  States,  at  §3»96  per  hundredweight,  was  down  6  cents  from  the 
previous  month  and  was  2  cents  less  than  for  May  last  year.    Compared  with 
April,  prices  were  off  20  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Bemidji  and  Ik  cents  in 
Duluth,  Minnesota.    Home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged  in  both  markets, 
however.    Single  quart  store  prices  were  down  slightly  in  Minneapolis,  but 
some  increases  from  a  month  earlier  were  shown  in  half -gallon  prices* 
During  a  price  war,  which  started  April  22  and  ended  about  May  3>,  half -gallons 
were  priced  as  low  as  22  cents.    Store  prices  were  up  as  much  as  2  cents  per 
single  quart  in  St.  Paul.    Dealer  prices  in  both  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
showed  a  decrease  of  8  cents  per  hundredweight  from  April.    Home  and  store 
prices  declined  about  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  Fargo-Moorhead,  North  Dakot; 


marketing  area.  In  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  where  dealer  prices  are  not  currently 
determined,  both  home  delivered  milk  and  milk  sold  out-of -stores  were  1  cent 
higher  per  quart. 

Fluid  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  area  averaged 
$6.06  per  hundredweight  in  early  May  —  1  cent  lower  than  in  April  and  13 
cents  less  than  in  May  a  year  earlier.    No  sizable  price  changes  were 
reported  from  this  region. 

In  the  East  South  Central  region,  Class  I  prices  in  early  May  averaged 
$U#9U  per  hundredweight.    This  was  a  decrease  of  3  cents  from  both  the 
preceding  month  and  May  1958 •    Paducah,  Kentucky,  reported  a  6-cent  per 
hundredweight  decrease  in  Class  I  prices.    Home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged, 
but  store  prices  were  1  cent  lower  for  quarts  and  1  to  2  cents  lower  for  half- 
gallons. 

Early  May  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  West  South  Central 
States  averaged  $5 #38  per  hundredweight  —  a  decline  of  6  cents  from  April 
and  7  cents  from  May  last  year.    Ft.  Smith,  Arkansas  reported  an  8-cent  per 
hundredweight  decrease  for  Class  I  milk.    Consumer  prices  were  unchanged  except 
for  a  2 -cent  increase  in  half -gallons  out-of -stores.    Class  I  and  home  delivery 
prices  in  Little  Rock,.  Arkansas  were  unchanged,  but  store  prices  were  1  cent 
per  quart  lower.    Class  I  prices  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana  were  7  cents  per 
hundredweight  below  last  month.    Home  delivered  milk  was  up  1  cent  per  quart 
and  store  quarts  were  2  cents  higher,  but  half -gallons  out-of -stores  were  2 
cents  lower.    Austin  and  Dallas,  Texas  each  reported  a  12 -cent  per  hundredweight 
decrease  in  the  Class  I  price.    Reported  home  and  store  prices  in  both  markets 
were  unchanged. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  Mountain  area  averaged 
$5 #57  per  hundredweight  in  early  May,  down  2  cents  from  April  and  11  cents 
from  May  a  year  ago.    Dealer  buying  prices  showed  only  small  decreases; 
retail  prices  were  unchanged  from  the  preceding  month  in  this  region. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  early  May  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5«l8  per 
hundredweight.    This  was  the  same  as  for  April,  but  was  16  cents  higher 
than  for  May  a  year  earlier.    Both  home  and  store  prices  increased  one-half 
cent  per  quart  from  April  in  Everett  and  Seattle,  Washington  and  were  1  cent 
higher  per  quart  in  Spokane.    Dealer  buying  prices  were  about  the  same  as 
for  the  previous  months  in  these  markets.

Whole  milk  sales  2  percent  above  February  1958 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  50  Federal  Order  and  k  State 
marketing  areas  this  February  were  down  about  1  percent  from  January, 
but  were  almost  2  percent  larger  than  during  February  last  year.  Average 
daily  sales  during  February  were  up  from  the  corresponding  month  last 
year  in  6  of  the  13  largest  whole  milk  markets  which  account  for  over 
one-half  of  the  5U-market  total.    Decreases  from  February  1958  were 
indicated  in  only  8  of  the  total  5U  markets.    Compared  with  January, 
sales  were  down  in  38  markets.    Cumulative  daily  whole  milk  sales  for 
the  5k  markets  in  the  first  2  months  of  1959  were  2  percent  larger  than 
the  total  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Cumulative  sales  were  up  in 
38  markets,  unchanged  in  10,  and  down  in  the  remaining  6.    Fat  tests  of 
whole  milk  sold  during  February  averaged  3»57  percent  —  the  same  as 
for  January,  but  slightly  below  the  average  for  February  last  year. 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  continue  upward 

Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  53  of  the  5U  marketing  areas 
(Connecticut  excluded)  this  February  advanced  2  percent  from  the 
previous  month  and  were  5  percent  above  February  sales  last  year.  In 
10  of  the  main  skim  milk  markets,  increases  from  February  1958  ranged 
from  U  percent  in  Detroit  to  2?  percent  in  Minneapolis -St.  Paul.  In- 
creases from  February  last  year  were  also  reported  for  Cleveland, 
Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Southeastern  Florida,  and  Puget  Sound.    Skim  milk 
sales  were  off  k  percent  in  St.  Louis,  7  percent  in  North  Texas,  and 
25  percent  in  South  Carolina.    Cumulative  daily  sales  of  skim  milk 
products  for  the  first  2  months  of  this  year  were  7  percent  larger  than 
the  January-February  total  in  1958.    Milkfat  tests  of  skim  milk  products 
during  February  averaged  1.07  percent,  compared  with  1.08  percent  in 
January  and  1.01  percent  in  February  a  year  earlier. 

February  half-and-half  sales  show  gain  of  U  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half  in 
most  markets)  in  53  marketing  areas  (Worcester,  Mass.  excluded)  during 
February  rose  slightly  from  January  and  U  percent  from  the  same  month 
last  year.    Sales  in  the  Chicago  market,  which  account  for  almost  a 
third  of  the  total  half-and-half  sales  in  the  53  markets,  declined 
1  percent  from  both  the  previous  month  and  February  1958.  Compared 
with  February  a  year  earlier,  sales  were  up  in  11  of  the  12  largest 
markets.    The  increases  varied  from  1  percent  in  Minneapolis-St.  Paul 
to  20  percent  in  Connecticut.    Cumulative  daily  sales  for  January  and 
February  were  5  percent  larger  than  the  total  for  these  2  months  in  1958. 
The  average  fat  test  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  sold  during  February 
was  11.7  percent  —  the  same  as  for  both  the  preceding  month  and  February 
last  year.

Fluid  cream  sales  down  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  all  fluid  cream  items  in  1;6  Federal  Order  and  k  State  marketing  areas  (the  li  Massachusetts 
markets  excluded)  this  February  advanced  2  percent  from  the  preceding  month,  but  were  2  percent  below 
February  a  year  earlier.    Compared  with  February  1958,  losses  were  reported  in  25  of  the  50  marketing 
areas.    No  changes  were  indicated  in  3  markets,  while  gains  were  shown  in  the  remaining  22.  Total 
sales  in  the  first  2  months  were  2  percent  under  the  January-February  total  in  1958.    Milkfat  tests  of 
all  fluid  cream  sales  during  February  averaged  2207  percent.    This  was  about  the  same  as  for  both 
January  and  the  same  month  a  year  earlier. 

Total  product  sales  increase  1  percent 

In  the  53  marketing  areas  with  in-area  sales  data  for  all  fluid  items  (Connecticut  excluded),  total 
sales  in  product  pounds  for  February  were  down  1  percent  from  January,  but  were  up  2  percent  from  the 
same  month  last  year.    Increases  from  February  1958  occurred  in  37  of  the  53  markets.    Compared  with

January  1959,  total  fluid  sales  declined  in  35>  were  about  the  same  in  12,  and 
advanced  in  only  6  markets*    In  the  first  2  months  of  1959,  total  fluid  sales 
were  2  percent  larger  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Tests  of  all  fluid  sales 
in  February  in  U8  of  the  53  markets  averaged  3«73  percent,  compared  with  3*73  per- 
cent in  January  and  3*76  percent  in  February  1958. 

March  milk  receipts  3  percent  larger 

Receipts  of  milk,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  in  67  Federal  Order  and  h  State 
marketing  areas  totaled  111* 6  million  pounds  in  March  —  an  increase  of  h  percent 
from  February  and  3  percent  from  March  last  year.    Compared  with  the  same  month 
last  year,  receipts  were  higher  in  50  markets,  about  the  same  in  7,  and  lower  in  lU, 
March  receipts  averaged  602  pounds  per  producer  this  year,  compared  with  576  pounds 
in  the  preceding  month  and  557  pounds  in  March  a  year  earlier*  Receipts  per 
producer  were  up  from  March  last  year  in  65  of  the  70  marketing  areas,  unchanged 
in  1,  and  down  in  the  remaining  U. 


Farm  milk  production  slightly  under  April  1958 

Milk  production  on  United  States  farms  during  April  totaled  11.2  billion 
pounds  —  almost  5  percent  above  March,  but  fractionally  below  the  same  month 
last  year.    Compared  with  the  19U8-57  average  for  April,  total  milk  production 
was  5  percent  larger  this  year.    The  seasonal  increase  from  March  to  April  was 
about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  but  was  less  than  usual  for  the  period. 
Cumulative  milk  production  during  the  first  k  months  of  1959  totaled  U0.9  billion 
pounds,  compared  with  kl*0  billion  pounds  from  January  through  April  in  1958. 
Production  this  April  represented  an  equivalent  of  2.11  pounds  of  milk  available 
daily  for  every  person  in  the  United  States.    This  was  2  percent  less  than  in 
April  1958  and  was  6  percent  under  the  10-year  average  for  the  month.

SUMMARY 


Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  United  States  this  month  averaged 
about  the  same  as  during  early  May  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    The  only  sharp  changes  from  the  previous 
month  in  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  were  the  declines  re- 
ported by  3  markets.    Substantial  decreases  in  prices  of  milk  delivered  to 
homes  and  sold  out-of- stores  were  noted  in  10  markets,  with  some  offset- 
ting increases.  Producer  prices  are  not  currently  determined  in  a  number 
of  markets,  but  will  be  shown  next  month. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  about  160  markets  in 
early  June  averaged  $5-09  per  hundredweight  (on  a  3*5  percent  mi  1 kf at 
basis)  —  a  decline  of  1  cent  from  the  preceding  month,  but  unchanged  from 
June  1958-    Dealer  buying  prices  this  month  were  6  cents  per  hundredweight 
higher  than  the  1953-57  June  average.    From  May  to  June,  prices  decreased 
in  k  regions,  were  unchanged  in  3>  and  increased  in  2.    The  declines  varied 
from  3  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central  area  to  12  cents 
in  the  West  South  Central  States.    Prices  were  off  8  cents  in  the  East 
North  Central  region  and  5  cents  in  the  Mountain.    No  changes  from  May  were 
indicated  for  the  Pacific,  South  Atlantic,  and  New  England  States.  Slight 
increases  were  reported  for  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  East  South  Central 
areas.    Compared  with  June  last  year,  average  prices  were  higher  in  2  regions, 
about  the  same  in  2,  and  lower  in  the  remainder. 

Prices  per  single  quart  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities 
throughout  the  United  States  averaged  25*2  cents  in  early  June.    This  was 
the  same  as  for  May,  but  up  0.2  cent  from  June  a  year  earlier.  Compared 
with  the  1953-57  June  average,  the  home  delivery  price  this  month  was  2.1 
cents  higher.    Milk  delivered ^to  homes  declined  one  cent  per  quart  from  the 
previous  month  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.    This  was  offset,  however,  by  a  one- cent 
increase  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.    Home  delivery  single  quart  prices  in 
the  other  23  cities  held  steady  this  month. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  50  Federal  Order  and  k  State 
marketing  areas  in  March  were  unchanged  from  the  same  month  last  year. 
Cumulative  daily  sales  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959  were  1  percent 
above  the  January-March  total  a  year  earlier.    Skim  milk  sales  were  up 
6  percent  from  March  1958.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half) 
during  March  were  k  percent  above  the  same  month  last  year.    Fluid  cream 
sales,  however  were  off  2  percent  from  March  1958.    Average  daily  milk 
receipts  in  67  Federal  Order  and  3  State  marketing  areas  this  April  were 
up  3  percent  from  the  preceding  year.    Receipts  per  producer  in  these  70 
markets  showed  a  gain  of  8  percent.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS  ,  JUNE  1959 


In  the  New  England  States,  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I 
milk  in  early  June  averaged  &5»58  per  hundredweight  (3»5  percent 
milkfat  basis)  —  unchanged  from  May,  but  up  3  cents  from  June  last 
year.    In  Newport,  Rhode  Island  a  downward  adjustment  of  1  cent  in 
single  quart  prices  out  of  stores  with  no  change  in  Class  I  prices 
was  reported.    Hartford,  Connecticut  reported  a  1  cent  per  quart 
increase  in  home  delivery  prices.    Decreases  of  1^-  cents  per 
quart  in  single  quart  and  k  cents  per  half  gallon  in  store  prices 
in  Hartford  also  occurred.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  were 
unchanged. 

Fluid  use  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  averaged 
$5.67  per  hundredweight  in  early  June,    ^his  was  k  cents  more  than 
in  May  but  was  unchanged  from  June  a  year  earlier.    The  Class  I 
price  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  marketing  area  increased  6  cents 
per  hundredweight  from  May.    This  was  accompanied  by  a  \  cent  per 
quart  increase  in  the  low  range  of  reported  consumer  prices  out  of 
stores  in  New  York  City  only. 

The  average  price  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  East 
North  Central  area,  at  $3*97  per  hundredweight,  was  8  cents  lower 
than  for  the  preceding  month  and  2  cents  under  the  June  average 
in  1958.    In  the  cities  of  Akron,  Canton,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio  the 
single  quart  home  delivery  price  and  gallons  out  of  stores  were  1 
cent  per  quart  lower.    Akron  and  Canton  single  quart  store  prices 
were  also  1  cent  per  quart  less  than  in  May.    Single  quart  out-of- 
store  prices  in  Cleveland  ranged  from  1  cent  per  quart  lower  to  1  cent 
per  quart  higher.    Producer  prices  in  these  markets  are  not  yet 
determined  for  June.    In  Detroit,  Michigan,  a  Class  I  price  decline 
of  3  cents  per  hundredweight  was  accompanied  by  a  1  cent  per  half 
gallon  out-of -store  downward  adjustment.    Grand  Rapids,  Michigan 
reported  no  changes  in  Class  I  prices  but  changes  in  single  quart 
store  prices  varied  from  a  decrease  of  2  cents  to  an  increase  of  h 
cents*    Changes  from  a  decline  of  2  cents  to  an  increase  of  2  cents 
per  half  gallon  in  store  prices  also  occurred. 

In  the  West  North  Central  States,  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use 
in  early  June  averaged  $3*93  per  hundredweight.    This  was  a  decline 
of  3  cents  from  May  and  was  1  cent  under  the  June  average  last  year. 
Decreases  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  St.  Louis  and  Springfield, 
Missouri  to  10  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Bemidji,  Minnesota  were 
largely  responsible  for  the  decline  in  the  regional  average.  No 
substantial  changes  in  consumer  prices  were  reported  from  this  region. 


Class  I  prices  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  averaged  $6*06 
per  hundredweight  in  early  June  —  the  same  as  in  May,  but  13  cents 
below  June  1958.    No  substantial  Class  I  price  changes  were  reported 
for  this  region.    Washington,  ft.  C.  reported  an  adjustment  in 
consumer  prices  at  stores  as  a  result  of  unsettled  conditions  which 
have  prevailed  in  the  market  in  the  past  few  months.    Half  gallons 
out-of -stores  were  unchanged  to  k  cents  lower  than  May  for  the  most 
common  grades. 

Dealers  in  the  East  South  Central  area  paid  an  average  price 
of  per  hundredweight  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early  June.  This 

was  1  cent  per  hundredweight  over  May  but  unchanged  from  June  a  year 
earlier.    Chattanooga,  Tennessee  reported  a  2  cent  per  hundredweight 
increase  in  the  Class  I  price  but  no  change  in  single  quarts  delivered 
to  homes  or  at  stores.    Half  gallons  were  from  2  to  h  cents  lower 
and  gallon  prices  varied  from  3  cents  lower  to  1  cent  higher  than  in 
May. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  the  average  buying  price  for 
Class  I  milk,  at  $5>»26  per  hundredweight,  was  down  12  cents  from  the 
previous  month  and  10  cents  from  June  a  year  ago*    Principal  declines 
of  U6  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Houston,  Texas  and  8  cents  in 
Austin  and  Dallas  were  responsible  for  this  decrease  in  the  regional 
average.    No  changes  in  consumer  prices  in  these  markets  were  reported. 
Tulsa,  Oklahoma  reported  a  2  cent  per  hundredweight  decrease  in  the 
Class  I  price  but  no  change  in  home  and  store  single  quart  prices* 
Following  unsettled  conditions  in  the  market,  half  gallons  out-of -stores 
advanced  6  cents  and  gallons  8  cents  from  May. 

Milk  prices  for  fluid  use  in  the  Mountain  region  averaged  $$.52 
per  hundredweight  in  early  June.    This  was  a  decline  of  %  cents  from 
the  preceding  month  and  was  lU  cents  under  the  June  average  in  195>8* 
Principal  declines  of  7  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Denver,  Colorado 
and  9  cents  in  Phoenix  and  Tucson,  Arizona  occurred.    No  changes  in 
selling  prices  were  reported* 

Fluid  milk  prices  paid  by  dealers  on  the  Pacific  Coast  averaged 

$5*18  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  May,  but  18  cents  higher 

than  in  June  last  year.    No  changes  from  May  in  producer  prices  in 

this  region  were  reported.

March  whole  milk  sales  unchanged  from  1958 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  50  Federal  Order  and  U  State 
marketing  areas  during  March  were  down  3  percent  from  the  previous  month, 
but  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  March  1958 •    Considering  the  13 
largest  markets,  which  account  for  over  one-half  of  the  5U-market  area 
total,  sales  were  up  from  March  last  year  in  h  markets  and  were  down  in 
the  other  9*    For  the  5U  markets  as  a  whole,  increases  from  March  1958 
were  reported  in  26  markets*    Compared  with  the  preceding  month,  sales 
were  smaller  in  all  markets  except  two.    Cumulative  daily  sales  of  whole 
milk  for  the  5U-market  area  in  the  first  quarter  of  1959  were  more  than 

1  percent  above  the  total  for  the  same  period  in  1958.    Cumulative  sales 
were  up  in  3h  markets,  at  about  the  same  level  in  12,  and  down  in  the 
remaining  eight*    Milkfat  tests  averaged  3*56  percent  this  March,  compared 
with  3*57  percent  during  February  and  3©58  percent  during  March  a  year 
earlier. 

Skim  milk  sales  6  percent  above  year  earlier 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  March,  on  an  average  daily  basis  in  53  of 
the  5U  marketing  areas  (Connecticut  excluded),  were  down  1  percent  from 
the  previous  month,  but  were  6  percent  larger  than  for  March  1958 •  Gains 
from  March  last  year  were  shown  in  7  of  the  10  main  skim  milk  markets. 
The  increases  ranged  from  2  percent  in  Detroit  to  23  percent  in 
Minneapolis-St.  Paul*    Skim  milk  sales  were  also  up  in  Philadelphia, 
Cleveland,  Chicago,  South  Carolina,  and  Puget  Sound*    Decreases  from 
March  last  year  were  reported  in  St*  Louis,  Southeastern  Florida,  and 
North  Texas*    Cumulative  daily  skim  milk  sales  in  53  markets  during  the 
first  3  months  of  1959  were  up  more  than  6  percent  from  the  January-M^rch 
total  last  year*    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all  skim  milk  products  for 
March  was  1*08  percent*    This  was  about  the  same  as  for  February,  but 
slightly  higher  than  for  March  1958* 

Half-and-half  sales  up  h  percent  from  March  1958 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  average  daily  sales  (half-and-half  in  most 
markets)  in  53  marketing  areas  (Worcester,  Mass*  excluded  from  the  5U) 
during  March  declined  2  percent  from  February,  but  were  U  percent  above 
March  sales  last  year*    Sales  in  the  Chicago  market,  which  account  for 
about  a  third  of  all  half-and-half  sales  in  the  53  markets,  were  off 

2  percent  from  the  preceding  month  and  1  percent  from  March  a  year 
earlier*    Compared  with  the  previous  year,  sales  this  March  were  up  in 
U  of  the  12  largest  markets*    The  gains  ranged  from  1  percent  in 
Minneapolis-St*  Paul  to  20  percent  in  Southeastern  Florida*    Sharp  in- 
creases from  March  1958  were  reported  for  Connecticut  and  Cleveland*

the  total  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Milkfat  tests  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  sold  this  March  averaged 
11.7  percent  —  the  same  as  for  both  the  preceding  month  and  the  March  average  a  year  earlier. 


March  fluid  cream  sales  off  2  percent  from  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  cream  items  in  1x6  Federal  Order  and  lx  State  marketing  areas 
(lx  Massachusetts  markets  excluded)  this  March  were  down  1  percent  from  the  previous  month  and  2  percent 
from  March  1958.    For  the  50  markets  as  a  whole,  decreases  from  March  a  year  earlier  were  reported  in  28 
markets.    Fluid  cream  sales  were  about  the  same  in  2  markets,  while  increases  were  indicated  in  20. 
Fluid  cream  product  sales  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959  were  2  percent  below  the  January  -  March  total 
in  1958.    March  milkfat  tests  of  fluid  cream  sales  in  50  markets  averaged  22.9  percent  this  year  ~ 
slightly  higher  than  for  both  the  previous  month  and  March  last  year. 


Small  increase  shown  in  total  product  sales 

Sales  of  all  fluid  items  in  53  marketing  areas  (Connecticut  excluded),  on  a  product  pound  basis, 
declined  3  percent  from  February,  but  were  fractionally  above  the  March  total  last  year.    Total  product 
sales  were  up  from  March  1958  in  30  of  the  53  markets.    Compared  with  the  previous  month,  total  fluid

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sales  this  March  decreased  in  51  markets,  were  unchanged  in  1,  and  increased  in 
only  1.    During  the  first  quarter  of  1959,  sales  of  all  fluid  items  were  2  percent 
above  the  January  -  March  total  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  all 
fluid  sales  in  U8  of  the  53  markets  was  3*73  percent.    This  was  the  same  as  for 
February,  but  slightly  lower  than  the  March  average  in  1958. 

Total  milk  receipts  at  higher  level 

April  receipts  of  milk,  on  an  average  dally  basis  in  67  Federal  Order  and 
3  State  marketing  areas,  represented  the  fourth  consecutive  month  during  1959 
in  which  total  receipts  were  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  months  in  1958. 
Total  milk  receipts  for  April,  at  11U.2  million  pounds,  were  up  5  percent  from 
the  preceding  month  and  3  percent  from  April  a  year  earlier.    Compared  with  April 
1958,  receipts  were  larger  in  53  markets,  unchanged  in  U,  and  smaller  in  13» 
Receipts  per  producer  averaged  63U  pounds  in  April.    This  was  an  increase  of  32 
pounds  from  March  and  U7  pounds  from  April  last  year.    Gains  in  receipts  per 
producer  were  reported  in  65  of  the  70  marketing  areas.    Milkfat  tests  of  total 
receipts  in  the  67  Federal  Order  markets  averaged  3«66  percent  this  April, 
compared  with  3»70  percent  in  March  and  3»66  percent  in  April  1958. 

Milk  production  on  farms  down  1  percent 

Production  of  milk  on  farms  during  May  was  estimated  at  12.6  billion  pounds. 
This  was  up  13  percent  from  April,  but  1  percent  below  the  May  output  last  year 
and  3  percent  under  the  1957  record-high  for  the  month.    Production  this  May, 
however,  was  1  percent  above  the  19U8-57  May  average.    The  advance  in  production 
from  April  to  May  was  slightly  less  than  in  1958  and  was  well  below  the  usual 
increase  for  the  period.    In  the  first  5  months  of  1959,  milk  production  in 
the  United  States  totaled  53.5  billion  pounds  —  off  about  230  million  pounds 
or  one-half  percent  from  the  January-May  total  last  year.    Relative  to  population, 
production  in  May  would  have  provided  2.30  pounds  of  milk  daily  per  person. 
This  was  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  9  percent  below  the  10-year  per 
capita  output  average  for  May.
